From these nerve centers is­ 
sue the orders, literature and 
schedules that may decide the 


hotly -contested battle for t h e 
state’s 53 delegates to the June 
National Republican c o n ve n ­ 
tion. of which Stassen forces 
arf seeking 23. 
Fai l Hart, Stassen’s c a m ­ 
paign manager in Ohio, is the 
guiding force for the Minne­ 
sota governor’s bid to w r e s t 
delegates 
from 
Ohio’s 
“ fa­ 
vorite son” candidate. 
Hart, who solely maps Buck­ 
ey e state strategy , feels t h a t 
Taft headquarters h a ve not 


play ed the game strictly ac­ 
cording to the book He said: 
“ In every one of the ll dis­ 
tricts in which we have candi­ 
dates, we have a volunteer or­ 
ganization that in numbers and 
effectiveness will more t h a n 
offset the regular Republican 
organization in t h o s e di s ­ 
tricts.” 
Hart added Stassen’s 
O h i o 
campaign is being run on 
a 
“localized basis.” Every di s ­ 
trict has headquarters and all 


lo cal pro blems are handled by 
the chairmen o f tho se o ffices. 
Taft headquarters, o n t h e 
o ther hand, are equally co nfi­ 
dent o f v icto ry and po int to ef­ 
fo rts o f the regular o rganiza­ 
tio n in “ go ing o ut and getting 
the v o tes.” 
Paul Walter, Clev eland at­ 
to rney , is o ne o f the s p e ar ­ 
heads o f the O h i o senato r’s 
driv e. In his plush law o ffice 
are maps o f the Cuy a h o g a 
Co unty and the state indicating 
bv red-marked 
areas the dis­ 


tricts c an v as s e d by party 
wo rkers. 
“ We hav e more than 1,200 
peo ple canv assing in Cuy aho ga 
Co unty alo ne,” Walter stated. 
“ They check these people for 
their presidential prefere n e e 
and o ur latest t a b ul a t i o n 
sho ws Sen. Taft gets 26.5 per­ 
cent of the total comp a r e d 
with only 6.8 percent for Stas- 
sen. 
The remaining 66.7 percent 
were widely scattered among

lican aspirants, 
W al t e r ex ­ 
plained. 
“ Yo u can see why I am co n­ 
fident. These wo ekers will go 
o ut o n electio n day and bring 
in tho se v o ters.” 
Hart disputes the effectiv e­ 
ness o f the Taft ho use-to -ho use 
canv asses and charges 
t h at 
the Taft gro up is “ a bunch o f 
paid wo rkers who are u s i n g 
ev ery subterfuge at their co m­ 
mand.” 


Hart won't predict the out­ 
come of the battle but he be­ 
lieves that Stassen will win “ IO 
to 12” delegates. 
Walter concedes the pr o b ­ 
able victory of C a r r i n g t o n 
Marshall, Stassen s only dele­ 
gate-at-large candidate. He ex ­ 
plained that “ this is because of 
mechanical r e a s o n s . 
Mar­ 
shall’s name will be among the 
top nine of the ten names on 
the ballot and the last m a n 
ordinarily suffers in s uc h a 


grouping.” 
Waiter also won't predict the 
outcome but states t h at “ I 
have every reason to be co n­ 
fident. In 1940, Taft was ex ­ 
pected to lose the No rtheast­ 
ern Ohio area by 135 ,000 votes 
and actually won by 35,000,” 
Hart counters that “ there is 
is a groundswell in O h i o fo r 
Stassen. It can’t be stopped. 
We ll give the answer to Taft

Their is something s tr a n g e ly , 
bitterly, forebodingly re nu n i s- 
cent about each day s develop­ 
ment: in our policy toward war- 
torn Palestine today. 
The American people, who 
eventual!' will pay the price 
of blunders in dollars and or 
deaths, are entitled to have a 
few discrepancies pointed out 
to them. 
In Now York the other day, 
two youth- were arrested a n d 
jailed after a cache of arms and 
ammunition was discovered by 
police. According to preliminary 
reports, the munitions were in­ 
tended for tho Jews in Palestine, 
now locked in bloody strug g I c 
with the Arabs there.

Despite a barrage of ques­ 
tions, Foreign Secretary Bevin 
refused to say whether Britain 
would continue to finance, arm 
and officer the T r a n s - J o r d a n 
Arab Legion. 
Large units of the legion, of 
course, have been a c t i v e l y ; 
fighting the Jewish Haganah 
in Palestine 
f o r s e v e r a l j 
months. True, this has b e e n j 
without the official sanction of 
the British (who brought them 


into Palestine to “patrol bord­ 
ers and help keep tjte peace") 
or of Trans-Jordan’s King Ab­ 
dullah. 
Official saction, that is. Every­ 
body knew’ it was going on, how­ 
ever. 
During all this tim e—and still 
today, at this writing—the Bri­ 
tish government was spend i n g 
millions of dollars annually i n 
training and arm ing the A r a b 
Legion. 
Where was Britain getting the 
money to buy these arms, which 
still are being issued t o t h e 
I Arabs by the thousands? Where 
(is she getting the money today?
